This is a comparison of the printed testimony (5Kl?3-l8l) with the original 
transcript, pages 6809-6317 of Vol. 43. Originally classified Confidential (only). 

Page 6809 was declassifed 3/19/70 by JFS; the other pages were declassified 
5/25/71 by JFS, except for p. 6815 (which has the deleted reference to the 
wounds). That page has a different declassification stamp from the other, but 
the date was cut off on my copy. It apparently was released as a result of 
my request and appeal under the Freedom of Information Act. (See G5A letter to 
me dated Kay 3» 1972. As of November 10, 1971, it was withheld from me.)
